In 1977 Ann and Wilco 
"Manchi" Engelbrecht, a 
school teacher, decided to 
enter the political arena and 
j o ined th e AVP Party M ancln 
w r as a modest man, a fighter 
who fought soul and mind for 
Aruba to move ahead. On 
more than one ocassion he 
served as member of Parlia¬ 
ment and after Status Aparte 
in 193d he became the first 
Minister of Finance for 
Aruba. In the second man¬ 
date of the Eman Cabinet he 
w r as again asked to serve the 
island as Minister of Finance, 
which he did admirably 


Manchi was known as a 
no-nonsense person who 
knew exactly what he had to 
da. In 2000 Manchi lost his 
first wife. That was a hard 
blow he suffered but with the 
help of lus children he was 
abe to overcome that loss In 
2GDI Manchi gat news that 
he had a malignant disease. 
That began a new fight for 
him., the fight for lus health. 
After battling for lus life, it 
was on June S, 2D04, in a 


Hospital in Holland in the 
company of his second wife, 
Lenny and one of lus chil¬ 
dren, Manchi closed Ins eyes 
forever 

This week the government 
of Aruba will pay tribute to 
Manchi by naming the Ca- 
macuri building complex 
after him.

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5.1 magnitude earthquake 
hits Mexico: USGS 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
magnitude 5.1 earthquake hit 
southern Mexico on Tuesday, 
shaking buildings in Mexico 
City hundreds of kilometers 
away but so far causing no 
damage or casualties, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The quake struck at 2D 17 
GMT in Guerrero state near 
Xochistlahuaca, close to 
Mexico's Pacific Coast, the 
US Geological Survey said. 

The epicenter was not far 
from the border with Oaxaca 
state, but 300 kilometers (IS5 
miles) away from Mexico 
City. 

"Earthquake alert, pend¬ 
ing," the mayor of Mexico 
City, Miguel Angel Manner a, 


initially said on Twitter, be¬ 
fore later adding: "City re¬ 
view proto cal completed. Na 
damage or injuries." 

After the alert was issued, 
residents in the capital 
poured into the streets 

"We ran out of the build¬ 
ing because my son has the 
quake alert app on his mobile 
phone, but honestly, I didn't 
really feel it that much," one 
Mexico City woman Amelia 
Galvan, told AFP. 

In Guerrero and Oaxaca 
states, the quake alert 
sounded on radio stations and 
loudspeakers, sparking build¬ 
ing e v a cu ati a ns But auth on - 
ties there reported no damage 
or casualties.

Obama says time for Fannie 
Mae, Freddie Mac shakeup

PHOENIX (AFP) - US Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama called 
Tuesday for new efforts to 
support home owners but he 
urged the closing of govern¬ 
ment-backed mortgage fi¬ 
nance companies to limit the 
risk to public money. 

Five years after the burst 
of the subpnme housing bub¬ 
ble wreaked havoc on the 
world economy, Obama 
made liss pitch for reform on 
a visit to Arizona, one of the 
worst-hit areas. 

Obama hailed a recovery 
in the housing market -- in¬ 
cluding in Arizona's sprawl¬ 
ing capital Phoenix -- with 
home sales again rising and 
foreclosures slowing down. 

"Millions of families have 
been able to come up for air 
They’re no longer underwater 
on their mortgages," Obama 
said 

But even though the worst 
US economic crisis since the 
Great Depression has eased, 
Obama said the United States 
had to do more to ensure its 
citizens can buy homes. 

"We've got to turn the 
page an this kind of bubble- 
and-bust mentality that 


helped to create this mess m 
the first, place," he said. 

■ We've got to build a 
housing system that is 
durable and fair and rewards 
responsibility for generations 
to come."

called for the United States to 
"wind down' Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac, the mort¬ 
gage finance giants that the 
government had supported 
far years and then finally 
bailed out in 2DOS during the 
crisis. 

Far too long, these com¬ 
panies were allowed to make 
huge profits buying mort¬ 
gages, knowing that if their 
bets went bad, taxpayers 
would be left holding the 
bag," Obama said 

"It was 'heads w T e win, 
tails, you lose ' And it was 
wrong," he said. 

But, while embracing the 
role of the private sector, 
Obama called for a continued 
guarantee of a fixed rate 
mortgage over 30 years 

That's something families 
should be able to rely on 
when they're making the 
most important purchase of 


their lives," he said. 

The rival Republican 
Party, which controls the 
House of Representatives, 
also supports ending Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac but has 
called for a greater market 
role in determining mortgage

ROSARIO (AFP) - A powerful 
blast ripped through a ten-story 
apartment building in Ar¬ 
gentina's third largest city 
Tuesday setting it ablaze and 
leaving at least sis dead and 5S 
injured 

Firefighters said a furnace 
the building in the downtown 
RosBino apparently exploded 
The blast wiped away tire 
front of the edifice, leaving the 
insides of people's homes and 
gutted balconies visible from 
the street below 
Scenes of panic abounded as 
sirens w r ailed and people ran 
through the streets or gawked 
at the ruined structure, some of 
them crying 

Shar ds of shattered glass lit¬ 
tered tire streets 
Mayor Monica Fern said am¬ 
bulances were on the scene to 
help people burned m the fire, 
winch she said stemmed from 


a gas leak 

As it was not immediately 
possible to cut a ff the gas sup¬ 
ply to the building, people 
within a radius of two kilome¬ 
ters of it were evacuated 

11 Tire shock wave was 
tremendous/ 1 the superinten¬ 
dent of a building 2DO meters 
fr om the site of the explosion 
told the TV station C5N. 

The blast sent flames roaring 
through the building, as fire 
truck sirens sounded and traffic 
dogged Rosario's city center. 

Windows shattered in build¬ 
ings nr a radius o f several hun¬ 
dred meters from the blast site 
Ths area includes shops, 
schools and banks. 

Rosario is home to 1.1 mil¬ 
lion people and is located 3QD 
kilometers (ISO miles) north of 
Buenos Aires. It is Argentina's 
main port for farm exports.

The biggest of the contracts 
notified on Monday was worth 
an estimated $2 4 billion 

It involves the sale of (581 
Stinger anti-aircraft missiles 
and 40 truck-mounted launch¬ 
ers, as well as three Hawk anti¬ 
aircraft battenes with 21 6 
Hawk missiles 

Iraq's tack of control over its 
airspace was one reason why 
the Pentagon argued that US 
forces should be kept in tlrs 
country beyond 2011.

Some blood pressure meds boost 
breast cancer risk 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Post¬ 
menopausal women who take 
certain blood pressure medica¬ 
tions far 10 years or more face 
twice the risk of developing 
breast cancel; US researchers 
said 

Women who took calcium 
channel blockers saw a 2A to 
2 d-fold higher risk of breast 
cancer than women who did 
not take hypertension medica¬ 
tion, said die research in the 
Joumal of the Amenean Med¬ 
ical Association 

The study was observa¬ 


tional and did not get into the 
reasons behind the increase, 
but experts said the tin dings 
may have major public health 
implications. 

Calcium channel blockers 
were the ninth most commonly 
prescribed drug in the United 
States in 2 DO 9, with over 9 D 
million prescriptions tilled, ac¬ 
cording to JAMA 

Examples include ami o dip - 
me, diltiazem, felodipine, is- 
radipme. nicardipine, 

nifedipine, ni sol dipine and ve¬ 
rapamil. 


The drugs prevent calcium 
from getting into the muscles 
of the heart and arteries, and 
may widen the blood vessels 
and slow the heart rate 

Researchers examined 
breast cancer risk using a pop¬ 
ulation of women age Si to 74 
in the western state of Wash- 
in gton A total a f 2 S 0 had inva¬ 
sive ductal breast cancer, 1,027 
had invasive lobular breast 
cancer and S56 had no cancer 
and served as the control 
group. 

They found that using cal¬ 
cium channel blockers (CCB) 
far 10 or more years was asso¬ 
ciated with 2.4 times higher 
odds of ductal breast cancer 
and 2.6 times higher odds of 
lobular breast cancer. 

Breast cancer is the most 
common cancer in women 
worldwide. According to the 
National Cancer Institute, one 
in eight women born today 
will develop breast cancer in 
her lifetime

Work on tire vaccine began

Kalil and Simone Fonseca -- 
plan to test it an a colony of 
rhesus monkeys provided by 
Sao Paulo state's Butantan bio¬ 
medical research institute. 

The monkeys w r ere chosen 
for the test because thesr im¬ 
mune system is similar to that 
of humans and they are suscep¬ 
tible fca SIV (Simian immunol¬ 
ogy Virus), which is believed 
to have led to HIV when it 
crossed die speciesbairier 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Brazil¬ 
ian scientists have developed 
an HIV vaccine and plan to 
begin testing on monkeys later 
tins year, a sponsor institution 
said Monday. 

Known as the HlVBrlS, the 
vaccine against the virus that 
causes AIDS was developed 
and patented by a team from 
the Medicine Faculty of the 
University of Sao Paulo, the 
Sao Paulo state Research 
Foundation (FAPESP) said. 

The scientists said that, at 
its current stage of develop¬ 
ment, the vaccine would not to - 
tally eliminate the virus from 
die organism 

But the vaccine would be 
able to maintain it at a viral 
load low enough that the in¬ 
fected person will neither de¬ 
velop an immunodeficiency 
nor transmit the virus, they ex¬ 
plained.

When it came to Arctic sea 
ice, a new record low was ob¬ 
served in September for sea 
ice and another all-time low 
for snow cover was observed 
m the Northern Hemisphere, it 
said. 

M eanwhil e, p erma fro st tem¬ 
peratures reached record high 
values in northern Alaska and 
97 percent of the Greenland 
ice sheet showed some form of 
melt, four times greater than 
the average melt for this time 
of year. 

The amount of carbon diox¬ 
ide emissions from burning 
fossil fuels also lut new highs, 
after a slight decline in recent 
years that followed the global 
financial crisis 


"In spring 2012, for the first 
time, the atmospheric CQ2 
concentration exceeded 40Q 
parts per million at seven of 
the 13 Arctic observation 
sites," it said 

Droughts and unusual rains 
struck different parts of the 
globe last year, with "the 
worst drought in at least the 
past three decades for north¬ 
eastern Brazil," the report 
said. 

"The Caribbean observed a 
very wet dry season and it was 
the Sahel's wettest rainy sea¬ 
son in 50 years."

US sues Bank of America for fraud over 
mortgage bonds 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The US government on Tues¬ 
day sued Bank of America far 
defrauding investors in the sale 
of $850 million in mortgage- 
backed securities ahead of the 
housing bust 

The Department of Justice 
civil complaint alleges Bank of 
America lied to investors 
about the riskiness of the mort¬ 
gage loans backmg the securi¬ 
ties, and intentionally avoided 
performing adequate due dili¬ 
gence on the mortgages, lead¬ 
ing to investor losses 
surpassing $100 million. 


YESTERDAY’S 
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Hie government alleges 
that more than 4 0 percent of 
die loans in one investment did 
not meet Bank of America's 
own underwriting standards 

Many of the loans had 
"glaring" problems such as 
overstated income for the bor¬ 
rowers, or fake employment 
data, tliat made them wholly 
inconsistent" with a prime rat¬ 
ing, the Justice Department 
said. 

"As a result of tins lack of 
due diligence. Bank of Amer¬ 
ica had no basis to make many 
of the representations it made 
in the offering documents re¬ 
garding the credit quality of 
the underlying mortgages," tine 
Justice Department said in a 
statement 

It pointed out that the 
bank's own chief executive at 
the time, Kenneth Lewis, had 
d e s mb ed the 1 d ans in elude d in 
the bonds a "toxic waste" 

In parallel action the Secu¬ 
rities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion also levelled fraud 
charges against the bank over 
the same 20DS mortgage secu¬ 
rity offerings. 


In response, a Bank of 
America spokesman defended 
the loans in question as prune 
mortgages" that had performed 
better than similar loans origi¬ 
nated and securitized at the 
time by other financial institu¬ 
tions 

"We are not responsible for 
the housing market collapse 
that caused mortgage loans to 
default at unprecedented rates 
and these securities to lose 
value as a result," the 
spokesman said in a statement. 

Bank of America has been 
damaged to a greater extent by

public health at the Chinese 
University of Hang Kong, told 
AFP "We need to do more to 
protect die residential popula¬

Wong was pert of a research 
team on a government com¬ 
missioned repDil last year that 
found noise was "the most 
often complained (about) issue 
of the living environment" 


Traffic, renovations, neigh¬ 
bours, construction and demo¬ 
lition were the worst, bugbears, 
with sleep disturbance and 
general annoyance the biggest 
health effects 

The government has 
brought in measures including 
resurfacing roads, restricting 
hours for construction work, 
promoting the use of quieter

In 2011 the government in¬

Republican National Commit¬ 
tee chairman Reince Paebus 
wrote to CNN president Jeff 
Zucker and NBC Entertain¬ 
ment chairman Robert Green- 
blatt. 

"But as American citizens, 
certainly you recognize why 
many are astounded at your 
actions, winch appeal' to be a 


major network's thinly veiled 
attempt at putting a thumb on 
the scales of the 2016 presi¬ 
dential election." 

Clinton, a former first lady 
and US senator whose turn as 
America's top diplomat earned 
her widespread praise, is seen 
as the clear Democratic fron¬ 
trunner for president 

She has made no announce¬ 
ment of her political plans but 
tiie RNC letters -- more than 
three years ahead of the 2016 
election -- show the partv's 
nervousness about a run by 
Clinton, who narrowly lost the 
Democratic nomination to 
Barack Obama m 2003 

In a separate statement, 
Priebus blasted the networks, 
saying "their actions to pro¬ 
mote Secretary Clinton Eire 
disturbing and disappointing." 

Meanwhile Monday after¬ 
noon CNN and NBC, m sepa¬ 
rate statements, said they 
would move forward with the 
projects. 


Singapore 
cartoonist 
apologises over 
satirical strip 

SINGAPORE {AFP) - A 
Singapore cartoonist fac¬ 
ing jail time over satirical 
comic strips depicting the 
city-state's courts as bi¬ 
ased had proceedings 
against him dropped on 
Tuesday after he made an 
official apology. 

The Attorney-General's 
Chambers said it would 
no longer pursue con¬ 
tempt of court charges 
against Leslie Chew, 37, 
after he apologised and 
removed four offending 
cartoon strips from his 
"Demon-cratic Singapore 11 
Facebook page. 

Chew regularly posts 
satirical cartoons. His 
subjects are usually local 
politicians, despite a dis¬ 
claimer on his page say¬ 
ing It is "a totally fictional 
comic with entirely fic¬ 
tional characters based on 
wholly fictional events in a 
fictional country". 

In an apology posted on 
his Facebook page on 
Tuesday, Chew said the 
comic strips had misrep¬ 
resented that Singapore's 
judiciary "administers dif¬ 
ferential treatment to indi¬ 
viduals based on their 
nationality, social status 
and political affiliation". 


KIEV (AFP) - Ukraine on 
Tuesday banned a US rock 
musician from entering die 
country for five years after he 
urinated on a Ukrainian flag at 
a concert, the country's secu¬ 
nt;!' service said.
